1. Applicants hereby request reconsideration of the PETITION DECISION mailed 
September 20, 2002 and submit this renewed petition for withdrawal of the holding of 
abandonment of the above-identified patent application, which apparently became 
abandoned on April 10, 2001 for failure to respond to the Notice to File Missing Parts.
